“PARTY VISITS NEW ISLAND 
Finds it Mass of®Lava Covered With 
Pumice Stone and White 
Ash 
The new island, which recently 
sprung up near the Bonin group off 
Japan, has beea visited by a party 
from the steamer hefoo, who de- 
scribe it as a mass of iava covered 
with pumice stone and white ash. The 
Chefoo locates the island at latitude 


{north 24.17 degrees and longitude 
}east 141.29 degrees. When the steam- 


er approached the island appeared 
pure white With blackish cliffs rising 
about 200 feet. For a radius of three 
miles the sea was filled with floating 
pumice. The land party found it ex- 


| ceedingly dangerous to row near the 


cliffs as they were constantly break- 
ing away and falling into the sea to 
join the already great mass of pum- 
ice. Also, on account of the very 
soft nature of the rurface, ne —at- 
tempt was made to journey inland. 
The main creater was located to the
